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YOUR PERSONAL 
LIBRARY GUIDE 


Of all the useful services 
on campus for student use, the 
one which ranks at the top is the 
CSUS Library. Six floors of 
books, newspapers, microfilm, 
computers and other sources of 
information are available for 
students to access. 

The library’s collections 
are split up into three sections: 
Humanities, Science and Tech- 
nology, and Social Sciences. 
Each department has its own 
staff and reference desks, 
indices, and study areas. Social 
Science is on the second floor, 
Science and Technology is on 
the third floor, and Humanities 
is on the fourth floor. 

There are also EUREKA 
workstations and terminals located 
in each department. EUREKA is a 
computerized catalog to virtually 
everything in the CSUS library. 
With EUREKA a student can find 
out if the library has a particular 
book, newspaper, report, etc. in its 
collection, where it is located, what 
form it is located, and if it has been 
checked out or is sitting on the shelf. 


EUREKA can also access other 
libraries in the CSU system. 


Other databases, such as 
LEXIS-NEXIS and Infotrac, are 
also available to students. The 
library also has an extensive 
collection of reference CD- 
ROMS. Finally, there is the 
complete index of the Sacra- 
mento Bee. 

The library’s periodicals 
collection is located on the third 
floor in the south wing. Here 
‘one can find a wide variety of 
periodicals, including newspa- 


pers, printed and bound maga- 
zines, microfilm, and the ever- 
popular microfiche. 

Every now and then there 
comes an assignment which 
requires one to view a video or 
listen to a certain piece of 
music. But what if you or your 
local video store doesn’t have 
it? Never fear! The Library 
Media Center has over 3,500 
videos, 5,000 films, and and 800 
CD’s available for student check 
out and use. The Media Center 
is located in the south wing of 
the first floor. 

Scattered around the 
library are study rooms, group 
study areas, and quiet study 
areas. Each floor as several 
photocopiers. 

Located on the second 
floor is the library’s computer 
lab, equipped with Macintoshes, 
PCs, and terminals. The lab is 
connected to the campus net- 
work, as well as to the Internet. 

The library is open from 8 
a.m. to 11 p.m. Mondays through 
Thursdays, 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Fridays, 


10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Saturdays, and 
| p.m. to 9 p.m. on Sunday. For

The Hornets are now officially in the “big time,” 
thanks to the athletic program’s move into the Big Sky 


Conference this year. The Hornets face seven, count 


them, SEVEN nationally ranked teams, including four 
in the Big Sky (FYI- Montana, the Division I-AA cham-
